We also have 'someone at the 
crossing on Seventh Ave. and 18th Street, 
at Second Ave. and 31st St., at South Fifth 
and West 14th St. near Travis School. We 
don't actually guard schools, we guard 
heavy traffic intersections where school 
children are crossing."

I know the City must know this, as I have 
called several times to report these leaks. 
This water stands so long and gets 
stagnant. 


The City is not unaware of the problem 


out there. City Manager Dick Ballenger is 
very familiar with it, and had begun 
preliminary investigation and working up 
cost estimates on replacement before he 
left—and returned—as city manager. 


Ballenger said the problem stems from 


both the worn-out condition of the city 
water main along there and the service 
lines to private homes. 


"Most of the leaks are coming from the 


service lines," Ballenger said. It is going 
to be costly to replace main distribution 
line and the feeder service lines onto 
private property. 


Why are the names of the various City 


board appointees not revealed by the 
mayor until the commission meeting at 
which they are appointed? This in- 
formation is certainly as important as 
many of the items on the agenda and 
should be known before the meeting. The 
commissioners are called upon to approve 
and disapprove these appointments, and 
they have had no time to evaluate them. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood replies: "I can 


submit them ahead of time if the people 
being asked to serve will let me know they 
will serve, but sometimes I don't know 
until right before a commission meeting." 


She added that when commissioners get 


their agenda knowing that appointments 
are coming up, "they can call me and ask 
who I am considering — often times they 
have called to ask me and I tell them." 
When such inquiries are made by com- 
missioners, the mayor said she tells them 
the status, whether a prospective ap- 
pointee has given her a definite ac- 
ceptance, a turndown or is still hanging 
fire to let her know closer to the date ap- 
pointments are to be made^ _

The infant was 
pronounced dead on arrival at the emergency room by a doctor

Lightfoot and H. R. Stroube Jr., 
were applauded when they said 
that if the people want the fire 
station and the higher taxes it 
brings, then the station should 
be kept open.

Corsicana Emergency Corps 


members called to the lake

carried out by six or seven lake 
area emergency corps. 


A number of Corsicana people 


have lakeside homes at Cedar 
Creek, and several were at their 
residences Saturday and were 
witness to the aftermath of the 
first drowning of Weaver.

Point of View Tuesday about 
10:30 
a.m. today, Wade Black- 


ford told the Sun "it's been 
raining over here this mor- 
ning—it's not now—and I can

occurred. 
They 


(rescue workers) aren't out 
there dragging yet, but I guess 
it's because of the morning rain. 


BLACKFORD 
REFERRED 


the reporter to City Com- 
missioner H. R. Stroube whom 
he said had' 'confirmed by radio 
with Don's Port marina" there 
had been a drowning. 


"I was over here doing some 


chores, looked out on the lake 
and saw a boat spinning around 
and some people in other boats 
watching. 


"At first I thought someone 


had just been thrown out of their 
boat and the others were just 
watching 
the 
out-of-control 


empty boat rundown (exhaust 
its gas supply)," Blackford 
related from Cedar Creek. • 


He said after about 30 minutes 


he was curious enough he un- 
covered his own boat and "went 


over there to see what was 
going on". 


"I still didn't know there was 


a drowning until Stroube came 
down to my place—he'd radioe ' 
Don's Port from his house on 
the point closer to where the 
drowning occurred—and told 
me there had been a drowning. 
Later Cullen Dunn came up and 
he told us about it." 


From his office here, Stroube 


said he had observed the boat 
spinning wildly on the lake 
Saturday morning, noticing like 
Blackford 
numerous 
other 


boats gathering, and then when 
he could observe that dragging 
with 
grappling 
hooks 
had 


begun, he contacted the nearby 


marina (Don's Port) by CB 
radio "and they told me there 
had been a drowning, but we 
didn't know there had been two 
other people further up the lake 
until we read the Daily Sun 
Sunday morning." 


STROUBE SAID DUNN and 


John Weelock had gone to the 
marina when the colony of 
Corsicana 
residents 
became 


alerted to the lake tragedy and 
began "watching" from their 
homes and boat piers. 


"Cullen (Dunn) and John 


(Wheelock) came back from 
Don's Port where they saw the 
two men who had been picked 
up from the water and learned 
what had happened," Stroube 
said. 


According to what they were 


told, the three men were in a 
fishing boat with a "stick 
steering" device controlled by 
an occupant from a "seat up 
front". The boat went into a spin 
throwing all three men out when 
the 
driver-operator 
"turned 


loose 
of the 
stick" while 


traveling at an 
accellerated 


speed. 


Getting out a map of the huge 


lake which extends from just 
south of Kemp to a point near 
Trinidad on the Trinity River, 
Stroube pinpointed the first 
drowning "in water about 36 
feet deep right off that island 
there (pointing to the map) on 
the other side (east side) of the 
lake owned by Tarrant County 
Water Control District (the 
district and City of Fort Worth 
financed construction of Cedar 
Creek Lake with a $50 million 
dollar bond issue), which is 
connected to the east shore with 
a causeway."

North Carolina 


first to declare 


independence? 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) - 


Local historians will tell you 
that the gentlemen who penned 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence in July 1776 had been up- 
staged a year earlier by a min- 
ister, a tailor and a dozen oth- 
ers in a back country court- 
house in North Carolina. 


They insist that local patriots 


drafted the Mecklenburg Dec- 
laration of Independence on 
May 20, 1775, some 13 months 
before the Continental Congress 
declared independence. 


Others, among them Thomas 


Jefferson, maintained the dec- 
laration was either a fabric- 
ation or at best the muddled re- 
collection of senile old men a 
quarter-century later. 


Despite the questions, the 


200th anniversary of the sup- 
posed signing was celebrated in 


Charlotte on May 19 and 20. 


Although authenticity of the 


declaration may be in doubt, 
there is no question that the lo- 
cal poplace — largely English, 
Scotch-Irish and German — 
was for independence. 


Their inclination for inde- 


pendence arose 
from 
their 


being so far from the coastal 
centers of royal authority and 
by the sermons of the Rev. Al- 
exander Craighead, who came 
to Mecklenburg County after 
being expelled from Maryland 
in 1758 for preaching separa- 
tion. 


The Rev. Mr. Craighead died 


in 1766, but many local leaders 
were reared on his railings at 
the crown and the Anglican 
Church. 


Their contempt was returned 


by the royal government in 


New Bern, which viewed these 
countrymen as rabble whose 
quarrels 
with 
the 
Indians 


caused headaches for colonial 
administrators. 


Frontier habits, such as poly- 


gamy and drunkenness, ap- 
palled refined royalists along 
the coast. 


The spirit of revolution flick- 


ered briefly in the back country 
in 1771, when farmers in Ala- 
mance County 100 miles to the 
north rebelled against royal 
taxation. Mecklenburg County 
raised a militia to join the 
rebellion, but the revolt was 
quashed by the time they ar- 
rived. 


As word of trouble between 


the crown and the New Eng- 
land colonists reached the back 
country, the Committee of Pub- 
lic Safety called a meeting of 


local leaders for May 19, 1775, 
in Charlotte. 


One account says a resolution 


for 
independence 
was 
in- 


troduced at the onset of the 
meeting. Others say it was in- 
troduced late in the day after a 
messenger brought word of 
fighting at Lexington and Con- 
cord a month earlier. 


They all agree that at 2 a.m. 


on the 20th, delegates declared 
themselves "free and independ- 
ent people...under the power of 
God and the general Congress." 


After reading the declaration 


to a crowd outside the court- 
house, 
delegates 
adjourned. 


They returned on May 31 to 
draft articles of local govern- 
ment to supersede royal rule. 
The second document became 
known as the Mecklenburg Re- 
solves. 


Capt. James Jack was dis- 


patched to carry the Resolves 
and the Declaration to North 
Carolina's delegation at the 
Continental Congress in Phila- 
delphia. 


When he arrived June 23, he 


found the delegation in no mind 
for revolution. The chairmen of 
the colony's delegation, Rich- 
ard Caswell and William Hoo- 
per, were still hoping for recon- 
ciliation with the British. Capt. 
Jack was sent home. 


Royal Gov. Josiah Martin 


sent a copy of the Resolves to 
England, saying 
they "sur- 


passed all the horrid and 
treasonable publications that 
the inflammatory spirits of this 
continent have yet produced." 


Since copies of the Resolves 


were printed in several contem- 
porary publications, their au- 


thenticity is generally accepted. 


The original copy of the dec- 


laration was supposedly de- 
stroyed in 1800 in a fire at the 
home of John Alexander, one of 
the signers. 


Lack of an original document 


cast some doubt on its authen- 
ticity. Some historians believe 
Alexander and others confused 
the Resolves with a declaration 
and that the meetings produced 
only the Resolves. 


Jefferson, in a letter to John 


Adams in 1819, wrote he had no 
doubt "the paper from Meck- 
lenburg County of North Caro- 
lina is spurious." 


Because of a similar phrasing 


in the Declaration of 1776 and 
the Mecklenburg document, 
Adams once accused Jefferson 
of plagiarism hi drafting the 
1776 document. 


Compact kitchens: the idea is catching on

New life styles are emerging 


as some older folk move in 
with their married children, 
married sisters share houses 
and young married people live 
in smaller homes in the interest 
of economy. 


"The trends have bolstered 


the compact kitchen market," 
explained Michael Spielman, 
president of the business estab- 
lished 45 years ago by his late 
father, Sydney, a pioneer in the 
concept of compact kitchens. 


Apparently the 
two-family 


idea works fine "until two 
housewives get into one kitch- 


en, I've been told," says Spiel- 
man. "It is one reason the 
smaller extra unit is installed." 


They've been finding doubling 


up works very well, he says. 


Spielman says that many 


young married people have a 
different conception of kitchens 
from their parents. They need 
less space because they usually 
acquire only those items that 
fulfill their needs, and most of 
them are short-order cooks,'if 
they cook at all. 


"I visited one married work- 


ing couple who had our com- 
pact 
kitchen 
and 
I 
was 


amazed; the appliances looked 
as if they had never been used. 


And that was the reason — 
they ate out almost all the 
time." 


In the early days' of their de- 


velopment, compact units were 
used mainly in offices, dens 
and recreation rooms, but even 
then the 30-inch unit that in- 
cluded sink and range with re- 
frigerator below was consid- 
ered a popular serviceable unit 
in one-room studio apartments. 


In recent years his company 


has concentrated on three-and- 
a-half foot and four-and-a-half- 
foot kitchen installations that 
have all the necessary com- 
ponents of a kitchen. Smaller 
kitchens are being designed for 


newer houses ($30,000-bracket) 
where the living room is being 
made smaller in the interest of 
a larger family room, Spielman 
says. 


"Builders are trying to save 


inches by determining what is 
needed and building the house 
around that idea," he says. 
Many of these houses are occu- 
pied by young people. 


The compact kitchen is also 


solving a problem in motels, he 
insists. He has planned about 15 
.where restaurants are needed. 
In eliminating one bathroom, 
they can install a 
five-foot 


kitchen that can be used for 
breakfast, lunch or dinner and 


operated by one man. It in- 
cludes freezer, compactor, cof- 
feemaker and microwave oven. 


"Formerly 
motels 
didn't 


want to get involved with food, 
but now it may cost them busi- 
ness if they do not because 
meals in restaurants have be- 
come so expensive. I'm told 
that a motel with 30 rooms or 
less cannot operate a restau- 
rant economically. But with a 
fast-food operation and low-cost 
freezer meals the problem can 
be solved. 


Along those lines Spielman 


has teamed up with a large 
meat 
packer-food 
processor 


who is trying to package a 


good, frozen, home-cooked meal 
for $3. The success or failure of 
that phase of the operation 
hinges on the meal's goodness, 
he says. 


"It may even prove to be a 


boon to single people who now 
eat out to save time and ener- 
gy. A good frozen meal would 
be economical and a time-sav- 
er." 


In 1980, kitchen appliances 


will change anyway because of 
government regulations, Spiel- 
man says. In the refrigerator, 
fuel savings must be achieved 
either by doubling the amount 
of insulation which will make 
storage space smaller or by 


eliminating the frost-free item. 
Either one will reduce the ener- 
gy consumed. 


But kitchen units can be 


small and still meet needs, in 
his opinion; they should be de- 
signed to a person's needs, any- 
way. For example, a compact 
seven-foot kitchen designed for 
senior citizens' residences in- 
cludes a freezer in its 10-cubic- 
foot refrigerator. Everything is 
just a little bit smaller. 


Spielman, 34, learned his fa- 


ther's business working sum- 
mers as he studied engineering 
at Union College and psy- 
chology at the New School for 
Social Research. He became 


president 
of 
the 
company, 


Acme National Refrigerator, a 
few years ago. 


"Now that the industry is on

recreation rooms. That had to 
be discontinued because it was 
too expensive to produce."

Officer relates how O'Bryan poured poisoned candy down son's throat 


HOUSTON (AP) - Ronald C. 


O'Bryan, on trial for his life in 
ihe trick or treat poisoning of 
his son, told police he opened 
cynaide-laced candy, poured it 
down the boy's throat and then 
gave the youngster a drink "to 
wash it down," an officer testi- 
fied Tuesday. 


William P. Bess, a Deer 


Park, Tex. police detective, de- 
scribed in testimony an inter- 
view with O'Bryan which took 
place only a few hours after 
Timothy O'Bryan, 8, died Hal- 
loween night of cyanide poison- 
ing. 


"He said his son asked for 


candy and picked up a Giant 
Pixy Stix (a powdered con- 
fection packaged in plastic 
tubes)," said Bess. 


"The father opened it for him 


and the boy took some, but said 
it wouldn't come out. So he 


I O'Bryan; said he rolled it be- 
tween his hands and the boy 
ate it, said the officer. 


"He (O'Bryan) said he held 


the tube and poured it down the 
child," said Bess. "The boy 
complained of a bitter taste 
and he (O'Bryan) gave the 
child some Kool Aide to wash it 
down." 


Within a few minutes the boy 


was vomiting and convulsing. 


Again quoting O'Bryan, Bess 


said: "He held him over the 
commode. He (the boy) heaved 
and then he went limp in his 
(O'Bryan's) arms." 


Bess said the boy died a 


short time after being taken to 
a hospital and the officer met 
with O'Bryan at the family tow- 
nhouse apartment. 


The officer said O'Bryan sur- 


prised him with his composure. 


"He was upset," said Bess, 


"but I thought he should have 
been more emotional." 


O'Bryan is charged with capi- 


tal murder in the death of his 
son. The state charges that he 
poisoned the boy to collect on 
an insurance policy. He is also 
charged with attempted murder 
for allegedly handing out four 
other cyanide-laced Pixy Stix. 


Earlier witnesses 
testified 


that the Pixy Stix appeared in 
O'Bryan's hands during a rain- 
drenched trick or treat outing 
in the Bowling Green subdivi- 
sion of Pasadena, a town neigh- 
boring Deer Park. Both are

May 30 as the date for a sim- 
ilar hearing for Jesse C. Smith, 
a Houston narcotics officer re- 
lieved of duty after being in- 
dicted on a charge of illegal 
wiretapping. 


Standefer and Conners had 


been called lo testify during 
pretrial proceedings for An- 
drew Bloom, 41, a liquor store 
owner charged with sale and 
possession of LSD. 


Jefferson recessed Bloom's 


trial until after the contempt 
proceedings have been com- 
pleted. 


Assl. Dit. Ally. Ron Woods 


objected lo the delay and told 
Jefferson he believed the con- 
tempt hearing on the two news- 
men was expanding to a gener- 
al inquiry into wiretapping alle- 
gations against Houston police. 


He contended that a contempt 


hearing was the wrong place 
for a general inquiry into those 
allegations. 


The judge said the hearings 


technically stem from the trial 
of Bloom and are both valid 
and relevant. 


"I want to make certain that 


the record shows that the court 
does not agree with Wood's the- 
ory" of the hearings, Jefferson 
told ihe lawyers. 


Smith refused Monday to tell 


if he knew of the general use of 
wiretapping by police between 
December 1971 and September 
1973—when Bloom was under 
investigaton.

he couldn't open the tough plas- 
tic tube. 


The youngster said he was 


with three other children when 
they stopped at the 
Bates 


home. 


He said O'Bryan opened the 


door. 


"He gave us a handful of 


bubble gum and then reached 
behind him and brought out a 
Pix Slix," said Parker. "He 
held it up real high and said 
'who wants this'. 


"We all said 'I do, I do' I 


said, 'me, me. I go to your 
church'," said Parker. 


The boy identified O'Bryan as 


"the man who sings solos at 
ihe church." He said he atlends 
the Second Baptist Church of 
Pasadena where the O'Bryans 
are members. 


Parker 
also 
described 


O'Bryan in a police statement 
entered in evidence as "a fat 
man with curly hair." 


O'Bryan gave him the1 Pixy 


Stix, said Parker, and others in 
ihe group asked where he got 
it. O'Bryan, said the boy, said 
they were giving them away 
down the street. 


"He made a motion toward 


Citation (street)," said the boy. 


Earlier 
witnesses 
quoted 


O'Bryan as saying he got the 
candy at a house on Donarail, a 
street Parker said he was in 
the opposite direction of Cita- 


tion. 


Parker said he later went 


home and was in his room, up- 
stairs, eating his Halloween 
candy. 


He said he tried to open the 


Pixy Stix, but couldn't because 
it was stapled closed. The boy 
said he then wenl downstairs lo 
get help, but his step father, in- 
stead, told him to go to bed. 
The youngster never ate the 
candy, although he wanted it 
badly. 


"Would you have eaten it up 


ihere along in your room, if 


you could have gotten it open?" 
a prosecutor asked. 


"Yes sir," replied the boy. 
Later that night, said Parker, 


"a neighbor called and said a 
little boy got killed by eating 
poisoned candy." Parker's Pixy 
Stix was later taken to the po- 
lice. 


Gerald L. Zang, a vice presi- 


dent for Sunline Inc., a Mis- 
souri firm that manufacturss 
Pixy Stix, testified that the can- 
dy is packaged at the factory in 
such a way that it cannot be 
easily opened and resealed. 


He said material for the tube, 


or straw, containing the candy 
is a tough plastic. The plastic is 
heat-sealed, he said, and must 
be cut to be opened. 


Five Pixy Slix containing poi- 


soned candy have been entered 
in evidence. The four unopened 
ones were sealed with staples, 
a method Zang said would nev- 
er be used by a candy manu- 
facturer. 


Asked if the poisoned candy 


case had affected his business, 
Zang tossed his head and saig 
grimly: "It certainly has."

Government 


defends new 


beef grading 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP)-The 


government Tuesday parried 
charges that the Department of 
Agriculture's (USDA) proposed 
new beef grading guidelines 
will increase beef costs and re- 
duce quality at the retail level. 


In hearings before U.S. Dis- 


trict Judge Robert V. Denney, 
government attorneys dipped 
into the academic ranks for ex- 
perts to defende its positions on 
the revised standards, which 
will make yield grading man- 
datory on all carcasses that are 
quality graded, and lower fat 
marbling requirements for the 
"choice" and "prime" grades. 


Opposition, led by the Inde- 


pendent Meat Packers Associ- 
ation of Omaha, which has filed 


suit seeking to permanently en- 
join the USDA from implement- 
ing the new standards, claims 
the revisions will result in in- 
creased packer costs in the 
grading operation, and higher 
prices for lower quality meat. 


Opposition 
to 
mandatory 


yield grading does not end with 
the cost factor. Some feel it is 
an attempt by the government 
lo force a new marketing sys- 
tem on the beef producing in- 
dustry. 


The government says man- 


datory yield grading is only an 
effort to be "more precise" and 
to serve as an avenue of com- 
munication relating consumer 
preference back to the produc- 
er. 


Yield grading was imple- 


mented on an optional basis in 
1965, and about 75 per cent of 
all cattle graded today are also 
yield graded, USDA figures 
show. 


Consumer groups have made 


the "higher prices for lower 
quality" charges saying the 
lowering of the marbling re- 
quirements for the "choice" 
and "prime1' grades will allow 
some cattle now graded "high- 
good" 
lo 
move 
into 
the 


"choice" class, while some 
"high-choice" 
animals 
will 


move up to "prime." 


The government claims its 


studies show that the lowering 
of the marbling requirements 
will not significantly lower re- 


tail palatability or quality. 


Called to testify for the gov- 


ernment Tuesday were Dr. 
Gary C. Smith, an associate 
professor of animal science at 
Texas A&M University, and Dr. 
Michael S. Turner, a professor 
uf agricultural economics at the 
University 
of 
Nebraska- 


Lincoln. 


Publications by both men are 


cited as supportive in the gov- 
ernment's 
administrative 


record on the revised stan- 
dards, 
ards. 


Smith was called to defend 


i he lowering of the marbling 
standards and the validity of 


I he overall research used by 
the USDA in promulgating the 


new standards. 


"They (the USDA) 
could 


have gone a little farther," said 
Smith in regards to the new 
standards as they relate to the 
numerous 
research projects 


cited. 


"I think they (the USDA) ... 


used restraint and constraint... 
and waited until there was suf- 
ficient research before mov- 
ing," he added. 


Smith said Ihe studies he has 


been involved with show that 
ihe lowering of marbling con- 
tent (at least as far as the 
USDA proposal is concerned) 
will not affect the palatability 
of retail meat in the "choice" 
and "prime" grades, and will 
actually improve the "good"

"good" grade is too variable, 
and thai the new standards 
"will tighten up the good, and 
make it more workable" as far 
as the consumer is concerned. 


In cross examination, attor- 


neys for the plaintiffs again 
aimed their questions at the va- 
lidity of the research completed 
on the subject. 


Smith admitted that the re- 


search is based on the results 
of taste tests using "trained" 
panels, rather than everyday 
consumers. He also said con- 
sumers in different regions 
have different preferences, as 
far as beef is concerned, and 
that no actual consumer re- 
search with direct relationship 
to the revised standards has 
been done. 


Turner was called to defend 


the government's-claims that 
the new standards will not in- 
crease prices, and will act as a 
channel of communication from 
the consumer to the producer. 


Turner 
said 
the revised 


standards will result in a 10 to 
30-day reduction in the time 
needed to feed an animal to the 
"choice" grade, and that the 
average animal reaching the 
"choice" category will weigh 
from 25 to 75 pounds less than 
at present. 


Most of the reduction in 


weight will be a reduction in 
unneeded fat, Turner said. 


He said the elimination of the 


extra fat will result in mone- 
tary savings because the extra 
fat will not have to be trans- 
ported, and will not have to be 
i rimmed in the packing houses. 


"Potentially, everyone can 


benefit 
from 
the change," 


Turner said. 


The revisions will enable a 


better utilization of resources in 
an "energy-conscious" society, 
he added. 


Turner also said the man- 


datory yield grading will make 
he pricing of cattle more re- 
flective of the animal's value. 


Under the present system, he 


said, higher quality cattle in a 
particular grade subsidize the 
lower quality (more fatty) ani- 
mals in the same grade be- 
cause they pricing system is 
based on an average. 


But under cross examination, 


Turner said the current, pre- 
vailing marketing system, that 
of live animal weight with ref- 
erence to quality grade, there 
would be no real commu- 
nication between the consumer 
and the producer. 


However, if the yield grade 


were to become an integral 
part of the marketing system, a 
change of rather large propor- 
tions, such 
communications 


could be established under a 
normal 
supply 
- 
demand 


system. 


Earlier in the day, David K. 


Hallett, chief if the USDA's 
Meat Grading Service, testified 
that the new standards were 
devised to save time, and not to 
make the grading process more 
time consuming. 


Hallett said the average 


grading cost nationwide is now 
about one cent for every 20 
pounds of dressed beef. 


He said the new standards 


will actually reduce the number 
uf grading stamps that must be 
applied to a carcass being proc- 
essed through a chain (auto- 
mated) slaughter-packing sys- 
tem, and will result in the addi- 
tion of only two stamps on a 
c a r c a s s being processed 
through a rail (manual) sys- 
tem. 


In addition, Hallet said the 


elimination of conformation as 
an evalualor in quality grading 
and the "level line" approach 
to the evaluation of the marbl- 
ing-maturity factors in a car- 
cass 30 months old or less, will 
act as additional time-savers. 


"I do not expect any material 


change in the time or cost of 
grading," Hallet said. 


However, under cross exam- 


ination, Hallett said, "I would 
not say there would not be 
some cost increases lo some 
packers," 
but such 
factors 


must be judged on a nationwide 
basis, not on isolated instances.

Louise Nelson and Mrs. Ina 
Jones asked the Corsicana 
school board Monday night to 
keep two elementary librarians 
jn the school system.

Elementary coordinator Eliose 
Pillans, who said that the 
program "is working well, and 
we need two librarians to 
coordinate the library service 
for all the elementary schools." 


Since 1965, when federal Title 


One money was allocated, the 
schools have maintained one 
locally-funded librarian and one 
supported by Title One money, 
Mrs. Pillans told the Sun today." 


School systems, however, 


were informed that next year 
Title One money will be 
allocated only towards "direct 
instruction of educationally- 
deprived children," and the 
position of second elementary 
librarian will have to be 
eliminated unless the local 
school board will take over the 
funding. 


Mrs. Nelson told the board 


that "In our six schools, we 
have 4,000 to 5,000 books in each 
school. We also have audio- 
visual aids that children may 
view and teachers.may check 


out for their classes."

books, and learn to care for 
them. 


The librarians select and 


order 
books 
on 
recom- 


mendations of teachers and 
booklists, go to the schools each 
week, and "most important, we 
teach library skills to children 
who will be going into middle 
Schools and who will need to 
know how to use the library." 


Mrs. 
Jones said that the 


children may "visit the library 
in groups or on their own" and 
develop an enjoyment of books. 
"We know how important it is 
that children learn to read 
well," she said, "and we feel the 
library helps in this." 


Although the two librarians 


visit all the elementary schools 
in the system, the library office 
is at Sam Houston Elementary 
School. 


"The best way you can learn 


about the library is to visit it," 
Mrs. Nelson said, "and we issue 
you all a special invitation to do

I understand that resident Interns from 


Dallas, who work the weekend shifts at 
Navarro County Memorial Hospital, are 
paid a base salary plus a percentage of 
fees from lab tests they run on patients 
they see. It seems that if an intern wanted 
to make, more money he would simply run 
more lab tests on patients, whether they 
are needed or not. 


Isn't this method of paying an intern 


unfair to the patients? 


Hospital Administrator Gene Barren 


answers: "The residents are guaranteed a 
minimum for their professional services — 
either $12.50 an hgur or 70 per cent of their 
professional charges, whichever is 
greater." He said most work around 40 
hours a weekend. 


However, Barron corrected a misun- 


derstanding you have about the doctors: 


"These are residents, with more 


training than interns, they are doctors, 
and I believe most are 
third-year 


residents. 


"Currently, nor at any time since the 


residents from Dallas covered the 
emergency room, has any doctor received 
a percentage of tests or procedures they 
have ordered. Their income (at Memorial) 
is based purely on their professional 
services rendered."

post office, they have been literally 
overflowing with mail and only an hour 
since pick up was supposed to have been 
made. Are these mail deposit boxes emp- 
tied once in a while? 


Also, why was the box removed from 


beside State National Bank? 


Postmaster Wayne Morris replies "It 


isn't that the street side mail box is 
overflowing...but that patrons have stuffed 
up the letter slot with a package or bulky 
mail which stuff the box's throat." 


Morris said if people with bulky mail 


would take the time to get out of their car 
and place this bulky mail into the slots on 
the street side designed to accommodate 
mail of this size, then the letter slot would 
not be jammed. 


Now, as to the removal of the box from 


near the bank, Morris said back when the 
bank building housed numerous different 
tenants in its offices, sufficient mail 
volume was generated to need it; since 
Liberty Mutual Insurance Company's 
outgoing mail is picked up around 3:30 
p.m. by the post office carrier, the few 
other tenants in the building generates a 
volume of mail that easily can be ac- 
commodated by the in-building mail chute 
(from 8th floor down to lobby). 


"We still pick up the mail from the 


bank's mail chute in the rear lobby every 
weekday. There wasn't enough to main- 
tain two boxes—in the building, and out- 
side on the sidewalk." Morris said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Democrats who control Con- 
gress are sharply criticizing 
President Ford's latest actions 
to force up petroleum prices 
but cannot guarantee the votes 
to substitute their own energy 
program. 


One, Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 


D-Wash., called today for an 
immediate attempt upon Con- 
gress' return from its Memorial 
Day recess to override Ford's 
veto of a bill blocking his oil 
import tariffs. Jackson made 
the call in a letter to the Senate 
majority leader. 


A Republican, Sen. Jacob K. 


Javits of New York, said if the 
veto is overridden Congress 
should establish a joint Senate- 
House task force to fashion a 
comprehensive energy program 
within 60 days. Javits dis- 


approved of Ford's tariffs, but 
said he understood the Presi- 
dent's concern with lack of con- 
gressional action. 


As a result of the President's 


action, announced in a national 
broadcast Tuesday night, the 
price of gasoline is expected to 
increase by at least 1.5 cents a 
gallon in early summer. And if 
Ford has his way, the price 
would climb another six cents 
or more over the next 18 to 24 
months. 


The President chided Con- 


gress for failing to approve a 
broad energy program, as he 
recommended in his State of

January. Therefore, Ford said 
he will:

reached the wage stage because 
of the city's refusal to consider

the 


proposed wages were included 
in. 


Time and time again the 


firemen and James Gill, their 
bargainer, were told that a 
point they wanted to include in 
their contract was a matter of 


departmental discretion or a 
point already covered by civil 
service. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood and 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart did 
the bulk of the city's bargaining 
with the assistance of Com- 
missioner Wayne Norris, a 
former member of the Civil 
Service 
Commission, 
and 


Ballenger. 


Stewart tried to steer the 


bargaining away from the 
firemen's request to have the 
contract supersede any state 
civil service law with which it 
conflicts. But this proved futile 
as most of the new requests by 
the firefighters were based 
upon this contention and the city 
refused to accept it. 


Among these requests con- 


sidered 
unwarranted 
in- 


tervention by the commission 
into the workings of the 
department, were the inclusion 
of brothers-in-law and sisters- 
in-law as members of the im- 
mediate family whose deaths 
entitle the employe to a shift 
leave to attend the funeral; a 
six-hour overtime minimum 
(later reduced to a request for a 
three-hour minimum) and two 
shift sick leaves without a 


doctor's note. 


The impasse over the con- 


tract was summed up by 
Stewart who noted "I don't 
think we're in agreement as to 
what this bargaining contract 
covers....! don't agree that the 
Public Employe's Relations Act 
obligates the city to take 
bargaining positions with your 
departments on every con- 
ceivable item. It has to do, as I 
understand if, "with wages" and 
working conditions." 


Mrs. Youngblood, whose 


desires not to get into the 
matter of reclassification was 
upheld by the commission, 
asked Gill if the firefighters 
would 
take 
the 
new 


classifications out of the con- 
tract. 


His reply that "We don't 


agree to that" brought her 
immediate response that "I'm 
afraid we'll never agree then." 


Citing the marked difference 


between this proposed contract 
and the one under which the 
police department is operating, 
Mrs. Youngblood read a portion

The city agreed to provide 


space at the fire stations for the 
firemen to put up a union 
bulletin board. 


Also, a matter that might be 


bargainable is the firemen's 
request for the city to furnish 
firefighting clothes and in- 
crease the clothing allowance. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube, 


Jr., as he did earlier concerning

included with the pay raises of a

teach library skills to children 
who will be going into middle 
Schools and who will need to 
know how to use the library." 


Mrs. Jones said that the 


children may "visit the library 
in groups or on their own" and 
develop an enjoyment of books. 
"We know how important it is 
that children learn to read 
well," she said, "and we feel the 
library helps in this." 


Although the two librarians 


visit all the elementary schools 
in the system, the library office 
is at Sam Houston Elementary 
School. 


"The best way you can learn 


about the library is to visit it," 
Mrs. Nelson said, "and we issue 
you all a special invitation to do 
so."
